The Widow Stewart and Her Lonely

Mrs. A. T. Stewart has passed seren 


years in widowhood, and daring that 
time has occupied the most spacious 
home ever built in the Fifth avenue pre- 
vious to the Vanderbilt palaces. She 
lives here entirely alone with the sole 
exception of her house-keeper, half a 
dozen servants and the coachman. The 
establishment in kept closed, and in ap- 
pearance, at least, is one of the loneliest 
places in the oily.

Had Stewart been disposed 
to make a spacious and accommodating 
house he could easily have accomplished 
his object; but what would he world say? 
The determination to excel all that had 
gone before him led to the construction 
of this showy but inconvenient house. 
Reader, think of that feeble old lady be- 
ing obliged to make the ascent of thirty- 
Bix steps (each six inches) in order to 
reach her bedroom. No wonder the 
poor creature got a severe fall, from 
which she suffered in a serious and pro- 
tracted manner. Personally speaking, 
Mrs. Stewart (as I saw her recently in 
public) is a small woman, and wears a 
brown wig, her sole ornaments being 
diamond earrings of a very showy char- 
acter. She is the richest widow in the 
eity, being worth at least 820,000,000.

Theater, Vienna, was Henry Samek, tho 
chief of the claque, who, after tjjsplay- 
ing extraordinary gallantry in rescuing 
several persons from the galleries of the 
burning house, lost his life in » vain 
effort to save—his overcoatl His thor- 
ough knowledge ol the ins and outs of 
the theater enabled him to enter it again 
and again, each tune with impunity and" 
success, in his heroic purpose, while the 
conflagration was raging. He had just 
conveyed an insensible woman from one 
of the lobbies into the balcony overlook- 
ing the Hess-Qasse, when he suddenly 
remembered that he had left his over- 
coat banging from a peg close to the 
exit from the third gallery, in wLich 
part of the house he had been seated 
when the fire broke out, and forthwith 
resolved to recover it. One of his sub- 
ordinates entreated him to forego so 
perilous an enterprise, and even endeav- 
ored to keep him back by main force. 
But Samek, an extremely powerful man, 
shook him off, exclaiming: "Nothing 
can happen to me, for I know the house 
as well as I know my own pocket," and 
vanished into the smoke, never more to 
emerge thence alive. Thus perished the 
head purveyor of applause to the ill- 
fated Bing Theater on I he scene of his 
nightly labors. He died for a coat, it is 
true; but not until he had proved him- 
self a hero in a better cause than that 
for which he threw away his life. 


A Productive Rattle Ground. 


Hundreds and thousands of old sol- 


diers, both Confederate and Federal, 
will remember Missionary ridge, near 
Chattanooga. It is the site ot one of 
most decisive battles of the war—ragged, 
rocky, steep, poor in soil as any pait of 
the table land, and was, until recently, 
regarded as worthless. For what pnr- 
pose men held it was not known by 
themselves, or anybody else. Three or 
four years ago its lands would not bring 
over $2 or $4 an acre. Now the ridge is 
covered with orchards, and the profits 
are such that no land cap be bought for 
less than 840 or $50 an acre. It is thus 
old ideas give way before new condi- 
tions and new infusions of brains and 
energy.

THE DEAD GARIBALDI. 


A Sketch of the Life of Italy's Lib- 
erator—Dead at Oaprera, 


in His 76th year. 


Giuseppe Garibaldi, the Italian 


patriot, was born in Nice, July 4, 
1307.> .His, father was a mariner, 
and educated MR son for that pro- 
fession. 
The son's second voyage 


wa* to Borne, when the condition of 
that city made a deep impression on 
his mind, and he gave expression to 
those revolutionary sentiments which 
tn 1894 resulted in his exile from 
Italy. He then made various voyag- 
es, and on one to Rio Janeiro he met 
Rosetti, with whom he entered into 
an nnsncceasfnl commercial partner- 
ship. 
A^ that time Uruguay was 


iiggptiug for h«r independence, and 
they were induced to espouse her 
cause, and Garibaldi received n gun- 
shot wound in the nook in that serv- 
ice which came near proving fatal. 
Prior to Hie cessation of hostilities, 
Garibaldi married a South American 
who, until he> death in 1849, shared 
all his dangers on sea and land. 
After the war he taught mathematics 


^-afcJIpBlenrideo,, until Rosas, the dic- 


t*t«.~it^BB»nofe Ayres, proclaimed 
vrar against Umgtiay, when he again 
espoused the letter's cause. In the 
spring of 1848 he bailed from South 
America with a portion of the Italian 
Legion, and on arrival at Piedmont 
placed himself at the disposal of 
Charles Albert, by whom he was 
coldly received. In 1849 he was 
called to Home, when, with a hand- 
ful of men, he defended tlio city 
against the French expedition sent 
to restore the pope. Driven out by 
superior numbers, Garibaldi took to 
UK country, and finally managed to 
escape, bnt after his few followers 
were dtapened, he was finally arrest, 
ed at t'hiavnri and conducted to 
Geneva. Banished from Sardinia, 
be arrived in New York in 1830, and 
owned ft living by making candles 
in a manufactory on Staten Island. 
Three yeaw Inter he returned to 
Nice. In 1850, on the breaking ont 
of the war with Austria, he did good 
Hervirn as commander of a corjis. In 
May, 1800, with about 1,000 volnn 
nnteers, he willed from Geneva for 
Sicily, lauded at Marsala, took Paler- 
mo and Messina, and Iwcame dicator 
of the island. He then cruised the 
strait, entered Naples, and, assisted 
by the Sardinian army, dethroned 
King Francis. The kingdom of the 
two Sicilies WHS now merged into 
ttmt of Italy, Garibaldi resigning 
tbe dictatorship and retiring to 
Caprera. In 1861 he was elect- 
ed to the chamber of deputies. 
In 1802, he was appointed general 
in-chief of the 
National Guard. 


White raising volunteers he encour- 
aged an nprising against Austria, 
UK! h» was obliged to return to Oa- 
prera, where he planned his attack 
OB Roma The Sicilian coast was 
blockaded by a French fleet, bnt he 
managed to cross to the mainland 
with « force of 2,200 men, nearly all 
ot whom were captured, and he him- 
wdf serioualy wounded and made a 
prisoner. He retired from the cham- 
ber of deputies in 1304. 
In 1867 he 


organized another movement against 
Rome, bnt he was defeated in the at- 
tempt In 1870, on the establish- 
ment of the French Republic, he was 
'given command of a division, bnt no 
opportunity offered to distinguish 
himself. He was elected a member 
ol the French chamber of deputies, 
Mt resign nd his seat and command 
and «ltod to Caprera. In 1875, he 
WM efettod to the Italian parliament 
whcfe he advocated the irrigation of 
the Oamptgna, and inaugurated that 
great work. Bnt, after a few years, 
he retired again to Caprera, and re- 
mai**d there until recently, when he 
took fttnrtknmgii Southern France

Observing the Eclipse on the Banks 


of the Kile. 


Touching the observations of the 
tal eclipse pf the snn on the 17th 
May, the special correspondent of 


L'he London Ainu sends the follow- 
ng interesting dispatch from Sohag, 
on the Nile: 


''The eventful morning was the 


inest we havo yet had, cool and 
without a cloud. A great crowd of 
natives, in picturesque costumes,. 
ined the road and the hill between 
he camp and Sohag. The shore of 
toe Nile, except before the observa- 
ories, was packed with dahabeeahs, 
winging the governors of the prov- 
ncea and other notables to observe 
,he eclipse and do honor to the 
strangers. Thanks to aMoktarBey, 
.n charge of the .camp, and a force of 
soldiery, there was no 
confusion. 


Along a line of three hundred yards 
the French, English, and Italian ob- 
servers were left in undisturbed pos- 
session of tents and observatories. 
Nevertheless, while the sky darkened 
aud assumed a leaden hue, the hil's 
Bounding the Nile bathed in purple, 
the great silence gave way, and from 
river and palm shaded slope arose a 
shout of wonder and fear, which 
reached its climax at tho moment of 
the sun's disappearance; nor ceased 
then, for in addition to the horror of 
an eclipse—which the natives here as 
in India, attribute to the act of a 
dragon—there appeared in the heav- 
ens on the right of the sun an un- 
mistakable scimetar. 
The eclipse 


bad, in fact, revealed the existence of 
a new comet. Despite the short to- 
tality, many valuable results have 
been obtained."
